TEACHERS AGREEABLE 



Speech Given Yesterday at 
Annual Convention in 
High School 

Unique Ideas on educational mat- 
ters were advanced by Professor 
Clarke, of McGill University at yes- 
terday morning's session of tho 66tli 

annual convention ot the I'rnvlnchii 
Association of Protestant tcachors, 

which. Is being . lield ft, tlie ..High 
School oC Montreal. ' rrofcssor D. 
Clarke, .Dcnn ot tho McGlll l-'aculty 
of Music, who îilbo t;pol;& .sngj;cKted 
that lùuslc lessons should be include.! 
In .'the school curriculum and not 
studied nt odd hours. IC other sub- 
jects wcro to bo studied as music is 
at tlio present lime liltlo progress 
would be in.ndc In them, 

In his speech I'rofcsHor V. Clarke 
advised that spelling and graniniur 
should not bo taught but sillowcd to 
"como" and ho condemned ; Vinomory 
work." English, said professor Cliirke, 
Is not merely n language that Is In- 
cluded in Iho school course oC studies, 
bill tho means of iihysiciil .ictlon, 
thought and cmotioir of Iho clilM. ,11 
should bo used, therefore, lo further 
tho growlli of his world. Tho fear of 
spelling and poor granimiir ought nut 
to 1)0 nilowcil lo intcrfoio wlili tho 
fluency In a child's composition and, 
lo assist tho children In gaining u 
mastery of tho minor points of spell- 
ing and grnmmnr. Professor Cliirko 
suggested that tenchora shoulil keep 
note of mistakes and show tho clilld- 
len tho coi'rect forma "I<ot the le.st- 
books go," ho said. 

The portions of poems which np- 
pcBled to Iho child should ho mo- 
mnrlsed as mental gyinnnsllr.x but 
wllh the ronllzalinn that "a thing of 
beauty Is a Joy for ever." 

Professor Clarko, In show the 
futility of Iho present system, nsked 
tho tenchors 'to Imagine how much 
they would appirrlale niH nl' lllcr- 
aturo If forced In learn tluun under a 
penally of law. 

In tho discussion fnllowlni; many 
of tho loHclici's sympathised with 
Prufobsin' Clarke's suggeHtlons but ex- 
plained Unit they wei'i bnuinl by ii

The more 
vividly people apiirocialc the aclilcvt- 
mcnts. the imsiiibllUie.s ntid the need-, 
of the Doininioiiii and Colonics, the 
more natura'.ly will tlicy choose to do 
their busines's within the Kmpirc. 
Local Habits In United Kingdom 
Uul other approaches lo th^^ con- 
Humcr had cquailj- to be explored. 
]lerc. again, is a coinidcx problem. 
The active sympathy of the preni 
corporate bodies, powerful as piir- 
clia-sers of raw material, and "'ood- 
siiitfs in bull;, bus been suut;iit by 
the liuurd. Individually so weak in 
comparison with these bodies but col- 
lectively even more effective are the 
liouEowivcE whose goodwill the Board 
lias taken every opportunity oJ en- 
listing.

In the Unincl Kiimdom goes iu! bi-- 
yond these bruud ditierencet. \'ary- 
ing standards of wealth present an- i 
other problem. Local habits have had 
to bo taken into .account.

lead distinctive lives. "Wliat Loiido.! 
likes may prove lo be what JLan- 
casliire rcfu.ses. The exporler from 
the Ovr.p.-iCii Kmi'ii' v i.v muans lo 
tervc a nation -uiiii- lu.ui.ci wiiii hb' 
goods lias tu .study the dlslinctlvc 
taste of districts. 

No amount of persuasion brouglit 
to bear upon the consuming public in 
all Its forms would succeed unless It 
was suppoi tetl ii.v tli^ wiaili ...ui ail'! 
/retail liadci.'. 'J'lic IJourd, iias, a..- 
cordingl.v, eiidcavouicd lo secure the 
fullest co-oporaiion of all kinds of 
traders concerned wltii Umpire mar- 
keting. There has, witliout ciuehtipii. 
boon a marked ;idvance in the babii 
of ,f.;nipi.t- biiyiiu: 'a the pa.>'. :.c..i. 
l'<sr this tiic loadines.s of the wiiok- 
sale and retail traders of the United 
Kingdom to further, In their busl- 
. ness, the ends of the lioard has bcc/i 
lo no small extent responsible. Thiî 
Hoard's officers .sock to work In

a. Jiiai vellou.s oi;oiii.ijiiii: htrengtli, en- 
abling it to grow almost every kind 
of natural product. But tlio need of 
patJçnt attention lo every link in th':

Tho retirinK Conservative Ministers 
have acoopled invitntions to retain 
their membership on the Board or of 
its Committees, and tho Board ro- 
mains happily rcprcRontatlvo oî nil 
tho three political parties In the 
United ICIngdom. 

Goodwill of the Trades 
Tho Board, encouraged by the 
marked goodwill .xliown to its ptirpnse 
by the distributive trades of the 
■•ountry ami anxious to take the full- 
est advantage of trade experience, 
lias lately strenethened Its machinery 
by tbc appointment of n new main 
Commlltcc, to be known as tho .Mar- 
keting Coniiniltco It believes thai 
this Committee will .secnro a rcgiilar 
and continuing contact between itself 
and the ccvnidlealed system by which 
lOinpiro p;-.', 111. is are ilistriluited lo 
the eiinMiir.ci>. «t the I'niled Kin;.- 
dom. 

Keientific research, conducted with 
the aid of grants fi'om Kmpirc Mar- 
keting ]'''inul, is now in progress in 
the United Kingdom, in each of the 
Dominions and in numerous Colonics. 

The range of Ihnpirc industries 
and conimortities vbicli tlie.«e prant^ 
are desiciied to assist is considerable 
and it would scarcely be practicable 
10 summaii.sc what Is being dono un- 
der any watertight divi!;Ions. Some 
grants, as, for Instance, those con- 
cerning entomology and Uow Tem- 
perature nesearch. an vrioi-nt to 
more than one industr: .nni lu many 
commodities. 

The essential part uliich scientists 
are pla} iiiç in tiic development of 
i;;nipire Marketing may, however, be 
seen from the detailed section of thit 
Itcport. The veins of special know- 
ledge and of enthusiasm which arc 
being tapped arc not the least cn- 
hcartcning features of the situation. 
Tlie iiasl year has witnessed a strik- 
ing advance in the practice of intel- 
lectual co-oiieration within the Em- 
pire. Some scientific research schemes 
are being carried on with assistance 
from the Board's Fund in the United 
Kingdom and others in the oversea 
Empire countries. Frequently) the 
problem is being tackled by a team 
of workers, closely in toucli with one 
another but scattered through the 
Knijiire: In all cases, the results ach- 
ieved are at the disposal of the Em- 
liire as a whole. 

Empire Buying Begins at Home 
The year has seen a steady exten- 
-lion, on the mai'keiiiig side, of the 
services iirovided by ibe Board. 'J'lie 

a fac- 
placlng 

home grown foodstuffs on an orderly 
marketing basis has been actively as- 
sisted by the i3oard. The direct ini- 
tiative and responsibility for the "Na- 
tional Mark", as for all schemes for 
improving lia- ruiiOitioii of agricul- 
lure in Hit UnileU Kingdom fulls, of 
course on tiie Mlnlslry of .\grlcul- 
lurc and Fisiierles, and the fscottisb 
JUcpartmcnt of Agriculture Tlic Board 
has co-operated with these depart- 
ments by providing the necessary 
funds as well aa by advertisement 
and other channels of publicity. In all 
ils iiii;.-. liic Jiourd has cyijti- 

iiufcd to pui first the interest of llic 
liomc producer. 

The systematic survey of Ihc wastage 
of imported Jjmpirc fruits lias been 
continued in tho Liverpool and in the 
London docks and furtlicr reiiorts 
i.ave been is.sued and circulated 
aiiioiiK tl"' u\f'i'sea producers coii- 
cenied. 'J iade eiiguirics lo cstiiiialc 
the extent and nature of cuiJiiiutUivc 
supplies and to obtain Inforinalion on 
niarkct rcciulrcmcnts in regard lo 
(luallty, grading and packing have 
also been undertitken. A series of re- 
tail market surveys has been carried 
out both nationally and In scIcclcO 
areas, 

Tho publication of weekly Inlclll- 
gonco notes, giving full marketing In- 
formation for fresh fruit and for 
dairy produce, has been extended. An 
I Interesting development made possible 
by the support of the trade Is the In- 
clu,.>ioii of statistics of iipiiroximutcly 
niiieiy per cent of tin: biill<:r lielil in 
cold storage. A promising activity is 
llio Issue of slftllsllctil survcytJ of the 
world position as regards tho pro- 
duction and coiisuiiiptioii of vai'iuuu 
foodstuffs.
